Ce CORE '. -—I*F**' quels of Atþ0l is preferredtobe Lord Privy Seal , and Sir Thomas Wallace of 
Craigie tobe Juſtice Clerk And which two were alſo nominate Commiſſioners by the ſaid Commiſſion : And 
likewiſe conſidering , that Sir Charles Erskin of Canbo , Sir William Lockhart of Lee, Sir William Thomſon and 
Thomas Calderwood , four of the Commiſſioners therein mentioned, are dead 3 So that there is a Vacancy of ſix 
of the ſaids Commiſſioners :.

inthe Aﬀairs, beforethat Court, as they tender Our Service, and will be anſiverable for their neglet. Given
